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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 2-8 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 2 and throughout, the terms "especially" and "particularly" are vague and 
indefinite. For example, it is not clear whether the first "especially" (line 3) indicates that 
the heat resistance at temperatures up to 130°C (1 hour) provides any unique 
properties and makes it a better choice. 

In claim 3, the phrase "in particular" and its accompanying range is vague and 
indefinite. It is not clear the exact range the Applicant intends to claim. 

Similarly, in the remainder of the rejected claims, the recited multiple ranges 
make the particular claim vague and indefinite. 

Claims 2, 4 should each be written in proper Markush claim format. 

3. Claims 2-8 and 1 0 are not rejected on the basis of adverse prior art. 

4. Claims 1 and 9 are allowed. 

5. Applicants are requested to bring co-pending applications directed to similar 
subject matter, if any, to the Examiner's attention. Applicants are further requested to 
submit any prior art they are aware of which they believe would be helpful to the
